To the inhabitants of the Town of Piermont, we pre- 
sent the following report of the schools in town for the 
year ending Feb. 15, 1901. 

It gives us great pleasure to say that the work this 
year, of the schools has been for the most part very 
satisfactory. The teachers employed have, as a whole, 
been up to the average of past years in qualifications for 
their work. 

Sickness has not so interrupted the school work, we 
have had longer terms, and there has certainly been 
marked progress. We hope for increased interest in the 
line of all educational features which may bring our 
schools to a still higher standard. 

Some repairs and furnishings have been made; we have 
also made a slight change in text books. We would say 
all the school buildings, in which schools have been held 
this winter, are in very good condition, although some 
repairs are still needed. Phe blackboards in nearly every 
school are in bad shape and should be made better in 
some way before another term opens; this would cost 
comparatively little and would be appreciated by teach- 
ers and pupils.
